PRESIDENT'S REPORT r 

To the Members of the Sixty Ninth Session of the Annual 
Conference, Methodist Protestant Church, Louisiana 
District: 

Greetings— Immediately after the last Conference I be- 
gan my duties as President of the Louisiana Conference. I 
changed pastors with Grayson an d Strickland .Circuits, ap- 
pointing Rev. I. A..Patton (pastor of the Strickland Circuit), 
to Grayson Circuit, and W. W. Lantrip (pastor of the Gray- 
son Circuit), to Strickland Circuit. 

Early in the spring, I granted a letter of standing to 
Rev. J. A. Pruitt. Later in the year, .1 granted a letter of 
standing to Rev. A. J. Vallery and Rev. H. P. Blakely 
and wife. 

I released Rev. W. F. Dunn from Mangham Mission, 
leaving that point without a pastor. Early in the summer I 
received the resignation, of Rev. F. L. Shows, of Winnfield 
Circuit, and refused to take action in the matter. ^ 

I have been enabled to travel the district and preach on 
the different circuits, with few exceptions. ....

To-day the civilized nations of the world acknowledge 
the importance of a day of rest, and realize that it is not 
only a law of divine origin, but embodies a fundamental law 
of man's physical well being.

Education. Far above, on a shaft of granite, is a figure rep- 
resenting Faith, with an open Bible in one hand, and the 
index finger , of the other pointing a way to the throne of 
God. 

Is there anything so much needed to-day as a deliberate 
turning away from the commercialism "that is degrading, 
destroying and blighting everywhere, and a penitent and 
trustful gaze in the direction where the index finger points? 

Look for a moment at the picture. The Mayflower with 
a broken rudder, broken masts and lost sails, reached, after 



a fearful storm, a sheltered spot on Saturday, December 
..20th, 1620. ' / 

Though everything demanded haste in disembarking, 
these pilgrims kept the Christian- Sabbath most sacredly. 
They were far from association and the endearments of 
home. No sound of the church beU fell upon their ears, to 
remind them of the.hourof prayer. No sanctuary threw its 
doors open to invite them to its altars for worship. Yet 
these pilgrim fathers passed the hours of that sacred day in 
holy converse and uplifting communion. 

Who can look upon that picture without a sense of terror 
at the appalling desecration of the "Sabbath which now pre-, 
vails. Sunday newspapers, Sunday shopping, Sunday trav- 
eling, Sunday pleasure taking, Sunday baseball playing, the- 
atre going, etc. 

Where will it end? It can only end in night, black, hor- 
rible, fearsome night. God has no favorites; he makes no 
exceptions. Righteousness alone exalts a nation. 

Therefore, be it resolved, That we, by definite preaching 
on Sabbath observation, by watchfulness , of city and state, 
and by example strive to make the observance of the Sab- 
bath, such as we believe that God would have it,. and that 
America may become disgusted with what is called the 
"Continental Sabbath," and may soon return to the "Puri- 
tanic" — respect for God's holy day.

j t' Section 1. No delegate shall .be entitled to a seat in the Annual 
Gouference without proper-credentials, or other satisfactory evidence of 
Ms election ; and in the case of alternate,- the cer tincate will so^exp^es^j^T ^ 

Sec. 2. Delegates of the Annual Conference shall be elected from 
members in good standing and in full membership, over the age of fifteen 
years. In circuits, stations and missions, it shall be the duty of the 
Steward to designate the time and place, and give notice of the election. 
The election shall be held under the direction of the stewards ; and they 
shall act as judges of the, election, and cause the same to be returned to 
the Fourth Quarterly Conference, there to be compiled and consolidated. 
The person or .persons receiving a plurality vote shall be declared duly 
elected delegate or delegates, and next highest shall be declared alternate 
or alternates, and receive certificates accordingly; provided, that in case 
of a tie, members of Quarterly Conference, by-a majority- vote shall , 
decide; and provided further, that in case the delegate and alternate 
elected from any work are providentially hindered from attending the 
Annual Conference to which they were elected, then the pastor in charge 
shalLhave the right to appoint a suitable person to represent, such work 
| in the Conference. That no one, especially the men, shall be allowed to 
vote for delegate who does mot contribute regularly for the support of 
the pastor, and the claims for "the General Annual Conference.
